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Wages As An International Question

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The danger of wages and working conditions in industry 
becoming an international issue through the investments made 
by American capitalists in the natural resources of foreign coun- 
tries has appeared in connection with the action of President 
Cardenas of Mexico in taking over and operating as a govern- 
ment institution the properties of 18 American and British owned 
oil companies with an estimated value of between $400,000,000 


and $500,000,000. 


The controversy had its origin two years ago when the Mex- 
ican trade unions in the oil industry, speaking for 18,000 oil 
workers, demanded a new contract. A number of strikes in the 
oil industry followed. The dispute finally reached the federal 
labor board, which is authorized under statute law to make 
awards in controversies between employes and employers. After 
a thorough examination of the books of the oil companies, the 
labor board issued an award providing for wage increases of 


about $11,000,000, 


the establishment of pension systems and 


giving the workers a voice in the management of the companies. 

The oil companies appealed the labor board’s award to the 
Mexican supreme court, which upheld the award and gave it 
effect of Mexican statute law. The oil companies refused to 
comply with the decision of the supreme court, basing their 
action on the claim that the increased cost of applying the 


award would ruin their business. 


Acting under a Mexican statute governing such action on the 
part of employers, President Cardenas issued a decree expro- 
priating the oil properties and ordering their delivery to the 
department of national economy, the treasury, and the general 
administration for petroleum operation, to be operated as gov- 
ernment agencies, the price to be paid for the properties to be 
fixed in the future, and the oil workers becoming employes of

K. F. OF L. DISAPPROVES USE OF UNION. 
LABEL BY LITHOGRAPHERS’ ASSOCIATION 


Green Announces That Failure to Settle Long Controversy 
Requires Application of 1937 Convention Order to Recog- 
nize Only the Label of Allied Printing Trades on Printed 


Matter 


William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
sent the following communication 
to secretaries of national and inter- 
national unions, city central bodies 
and state federations of labor an- 


nouncing the federations disapprov- 
al of the use of a union label by 
the international  lithographers’ 
protective and beneficial associa- 
tion and asserting that the allied 
printing trades label is the only rec- 
ognized union label on printed mat- 
ter: 

“The long-standing controversy 
which has existed for more than 
twenty years between the printing 
trades organizations and the litho- 
graphers’ international protective 
and beneficial association, has been 
given the best thought and atten- 
tion of the executive council on 
numerous occasions, Repeated con- 
ferences have been held in which 
all parties interested and involved 
participated, in an effort to bring 
about a settlement. Conventions of 
the American Federation of Labor 
have considered the dispute and 
through committees endeavored to 
find a basis of settlement. It seemed 
impossible to do so. 


Settlement Basis Not Found 

“The last convention of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor which 
was held in Denver, Colorado, Oc- 
tober, 1937, took positive action 
regarding this matter. It directed 
the officers of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor to hold further con- 
ferences with representatives of 
the organizations involved and in- 
terested. These instructions were 
carried out. Conferences were held 
at the headquarters of the Amrer- 
ican Federation of Labor on No- 
vember 18th and December 15th, 
1937, when further efforts were put 
forth in order to find a basis of set- 
tlement. We failed to achieve suc- 
cess in this particular matter. 


Convention’s Order Made Effective 

“The convention decided further 
that in the event it was impossible 
to bring about a settlement through 
conferences, that all organizations 
affiliated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor be advised .that 
the Jabel of the lithographers pro- 
tective and beneficial association is 
no longer recognized by the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor and that 
the allied printing trades label is 
the only recognized union label on 
printed matter. 

“T thérefore officially advise you 
that:

SIGN WITH UNION 


Seventeen retail furniture stores 
in San Francisco signed the agree- 
ment of the retail furniture and ap- 


pliance salesmen’s union earty this 
week, 

Signing of the agreement fol- 
lowed approximately five months 
of negotiations, and is the first 
such contract between the stores 
and their employes——including of- 
fice workers as well as salesmen. 

Terms of the agreement, which 
goes into effect today and runs to 
January 1 next, include: A 45-hou 
week for sales forces and a five- 
and-a-half-day week for non-selling 
employes; minimum wages from 
$80 to $200 per month; provision fo: 
seniority, vacations with pay, and 
an adjustment committee to arbi- 
trate any disputes that may arise.

“We did not, however, arrive at 
any definite conclusion upon any 
particular phase of the proposed 
legislation,’ he stated. 


The A. F. of L, executive declared 
that while the federation felt that 
the “ceiling” for hours should be 
definitely fixed, “we are not rigid- 
ly committed to a minimum of 40 
cents an hour wage if some change 
in that is necessary in order to get 
a bill through congress.” 


He added that he did not think 
there is a great deal of difference 
over how the law should be admin- 
istered. 

Provisions of A. F. of L. Bill 

The American Federation of La- 
bor wage and_ hour bill, intro- 
duced in the house of representa- 
tives by Representative Michael J. 
Stack of Pennsylvania, provides a 
flat minimum for wages at 40 cents 
an hour and a maximum work 
week of 40 hours in the industries 
affected by the proposed legislation. 
These provisions are uniform 
throughout the nation, without geo- 
graphical differentials. 

There is no provision for estab- 
lishment of any administrative ma- 
chinery. Violations are to be prose- 
cuted by the United States depart- 
ment of justice in the federal courts 
with fines set at $100 for each of- 
fense. 

Child labor and convict labor are 
prohibited by making it unlawful to 
transport the products of such la- 
bor in interstate commerce, 

Collective bargaining is protected 
by the stipulation that the provi- 
sions of the measure shall not af- 
fect wage agreements negotiated 
by unions affiliated with a bona 
fide national labor organization pro- 
viding higher minimum wages and 
shorter maximum hours than those 
set forth in the bill. 

The provisions of the bill are not 
applicable in case of emergencies, 
with the stipulation that in emer- 
gency work employers shall be re- 
quired to pay time and one-half for 
work in excess of eight hours a day 
or forty hours a week. 

The bill exempts from the wage 
and hour provisions employes of 


railroads, motor carriers and air 
transport engaged in _ interstate 
commerce, employes engaged in 


agriculture, and persons employed 
in the taking of fish, seafoods or 
sponges. 

It is also provided that the provi- 
sions of the bill shall not supersede 
any state law or municipal ordi- 
nance establishing a minimum wage 
higher or maximum hours shorter 
than those established by the bill.

Green Favors Passage 


Of Labor Standard Law 


President Green of the American 
Federation of Labor told a house 
labor subcommittee recently that 
his organization would support a 
minimum wage of 30 cents an hour 
if mandatory annual _ increases 
were provided. 

Green discussed wage-hour legis- 
lation with the subcommittee for 
more than an hour at an informal 
meeting arranged by Representa- 
tive Welch of San Francisco. 

He said he told the group that 
while the federation regarded 40 
cents an hour as a fair minimum 
wage, it would be willing to support 
a lower figure in order to obtain 
passage of labor standard legisla- 
tion.
